1934  Washington  Quarter  V  arieties 

by  Otvid  M.  Lewis 

1934  Washington  Quarters  provide  a  myriad  of  varieties  for  the  astute  collector,  and  anyone  attempting 
to  build  a  "true"  complete  set  of  gem  quality  quarters  will  face  a  real  challenge  conquering  the  1934’s 
According  to  Walter  Breen,  the  United  States  Mint  at  Philadelphia  produced  3  distinct  obverse  hubs  in 
1934,  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  astounding  doubled  die  obverses  of  the  Washington  Quarter  series 
The  Washington  Quarter  was  proposed  early  in  193 1  as  a  commemorative  coin  to  celebrate  the  bicentennial 
of  George  Washington's  birth,  an  idea  initially  intended  tor  a  one-year  half  dollar  coin.  The  coins  were  first 
issued  in  1932,  and  5,404,000  coins  were  minted  at  Philadelphia.  Many  of  the  coins  were  hoarded, 
providing  ample  supplies  of  mint  state  coins  still  available  for  collectors.  Denver  and  San  Francisco, 
however,  produced  only  token  amounts  of  this  first  year  of  issue,  accounting  for  the  huge  sums  for  these 
two  issues,  even  in  the  humble  grades  of  good  and  very  good.  John  Flanagan  s  design  was  based  on  the 
Houdm  bust  which  resides  to  this  day  at  Mount  Vernon,  and  many  numismatists  argue  that  although  it  was 
a  very  dignified  representation  of  our  first  presidenL  Laura  Fraser’s  submission  was  superior  Fraser  s 
design  has  since  been  used  on  the  1999-W  George  Washington  gold  half  eagle 

No  quarters  were  produced  by  the  U  S.  Mint  in  1933,  probably  due  to  the  devastating  depression  that 
plagued  the  country  in  the  aftermath  of  the  stock  market  crash  of  1929  By  the  beginning  of  the  com 
production  year  of  1934,  it  was  evident  that  the  very  faint  "IN  GOD  WF.  TRUST'  motto  on  the  Flanagan 
hubs  would  not  survive  ven  long  in  circulation  The  first  coins  produced  in  1934  continued  to  use  the 
obverse  hub  of  1932  and  Breen  estimated  that  only  500,000  of  the  Light  Motto  quarters  were  produced, 
creating  a  mintage  on  par  with  the  scarce  1932-D  (436,800)  and  1932-S  (408,000)  coins  TTese  first 
quarters  of  1934  are  designated  as  either  Light  Mono,  "Type  I”,  or  less  often,  "Hub  of  1932  .  and  are 
assigned  the  Breen  number  4270  Washington  Quarter  collector's  have  begun  to  take  notice  of  this  scarcer 
variety  over  the  past  two  to  three  vears,  as  reflected  by  the  premiums  paid  for  high  grade  examples,  as  well 
as  its  inclusion  as  a  separate  list.ng  in  Com  World’s  Coin  Values.  Com  World  lists  them  at  the  following

Though  not  on  par  price-wise  with  its  1932-D  and  1932-S  siblings,  the  mintage  of  this  variety  is 
virtually  the  same  as  either  of  the  aforementioned  counterparts.  PCGS,  NGC.  and  ANACS  all  label  this 
variety  separately  as  Light  Mono  at  the  request  of  the  submitter.

After  a  very  short  production  of  the  light  motto  quarters,  mint  officials  decided  to  beef-up  the  motto  "IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST'  to  slow  its  rapid  deterioration,  and  the)  created  the  new  hub  with  the  Medium  Motto 
t\pe,  "Type  II",  or  "Hub  of  1935"  All  quarters  of  1935  display  this  motto  Breen  estimates  that  the 
Philadelphia  mint  produced  28,000,000  coins  with  this  obverse,  and  they  are  readily  available  today  even  in 
ultra-gem  grades  including  MS-66  and  MS-67  for  reasonable  prices.  Coin  World’s  Coin  Values  does  not 
yet  distinguish  between  the  Medium  and  Heavy  Motto  coins,  but  lists  the  "regular”  motto  1 934’s  as 
follows 

MS60  MS63  MStvt  MS65  MS66  MS67

The  Medium  Motto  design  is  highlighted  by  much  more  pronounced  lettering  compared  to  the  light 
motto  One  way  to  identity1  a  medium  motto  quarter  is  the  "W"  in  "WE".  The  center  point  on  the  “W"  is 
only  about  two-thirds  as  tall  as  the  uprights  on  either  side  of  the  rest  of  the  “W"  An  easier  way  is  to  place 
your  1934  medium  motto  quarter  side-by-side  with  any  quarter  dated  1935,  or  any  quarters  dated  1965  to 
1998,  and  the  W’s  should  match.  This  design  is  numbered  as  Breen  4271.

A  second,  more  interesting  variety  of  the  Medium  Motto  exists,  and  of  course  is  well  known  as  the  1934 
Doubled  Die  Obverse,  We.xler's  WDDO-001,  Coneca's  I -O-l,  Fivaz-Stanton  #25-009,  and  Breen's  4272 
This  coin  is  described  by  Wexler  as  a  Class  I,  Rotated  Hub  Doubling,  with  a  strong  clockwise  spread  on  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST,  LIBERTY,  date  and  queue  What  is  not  well-known  about  this  variety  is,  it  is  often 
paired  with  a  doubled-die  reverse,  Wexler’s  WDDR-001 .  I  have  seen  data  on  several  websites  that  suggest 
there  are  at  least  eight  other  minor  doubled  die  obverses  for  1934,  but  once  you  have  a  high-grade  example 
of  the  FS  #25-009,  all  the  rest  pale  in  comparison.

Towards  the  very  end  of  the  production  year  of  1934  quarters,  the  mint  experimented  with  another 
obverse  hub  change,  and  the  Heavy  Motto  quarter  was  bom  Breen  estimates  that  the  mint  produced  a 
gargantuan  3,400,000  coins,  but  most  of  the  ones  1  see  are  heavily  circulated.  In  fact,  in  my  hunt  for  gem- 
quality  coins,  I  encounter  nice,  original  Heavy  Motto  coins  with  about  the  same  frequency  as  1  do  the  Light 
Motto  variety,  which  tells  me  that  high-grade  examples  are  few  and  far  between  I  suspect  that  those  savvy 
collectors  who  were  squirreling  away  rolls  back  in  the  early  ‘30’s  had  already  stocked  up  on  rolls 
containing  mostly  Medium  Motto  coins,  as  well  as  a  few  choice  rolls  of  the  Light  Motto  coins,  Breen  tells 
us  that  the  first  mention  of  there  being  a  Heavy  Motto  quarter  for  1934  didn't  appear  until  1 958!  NGC  and 
PCGS  only  started  designating  Heavy  Motto  1 934's  within  the  past  6  months,  and  a  few'  keen  collectors, 
including  my  buddy  Boom,  jumped  on  the  band  wagon  about  a  year  ago  with  these.  Although  none  of  the 
numismatic  periodicals  that  publish  coin  price  lists  have  recognized  these  as  a  separate  variety,  I  have 
found  that  they  do  tend  to  bring  tidy  premiums  above  and  beyond  those  of  their  much  more  common 
medium  motto  counterparts  My  recent  sales  on  Ebay  reflect  the  following  prices  for  properly  graded  coins 
in  either  PCGS  or  NGC  holders:

The  Heavy'  Motto  quarter  is  easily  distinguishable  from  the  Light  and  Medium  Motto  quarters,  because, 
quite  frankly,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  bold  and,  for  lack  of  a  better  word,  FAT  The  center  point  of  the 
“W”  is  as  tall  if  not  slightly  taller  than  the  uprights  on  the  two  sides  This  coin  is  also  known  as  the  “Type 
III”,  or  Breen  4273  .  or  “Hub  of  1936”,  as  all  1936  quarters  display  this  heavy  motto  type,  which  was  used 
on  all  quarters  dated  1936-1964

Additionally.  PCGS  has  established  a  "With  Varieties"  Registry  set,  which  mandates  the  addition  of  a 
Heavy  Motto  1934,  which  is  sure  to  drive  up  the  price,  especially  in  the  grades  of  MS-65  through  MS-67, 
Each  of  major  service  has  graded  only  one  coin  in  MS-67,  NGC  has  graded  only  a  single  MS-66  thus  far, 
although  I  know  of  several  MS-66’s  housed  in  PCGS  holders 

Denver  produced  a  limited  amount  of  quarters,  with  a  mintage  of  3,527,200  coins  total.  It  is  hard 
enough  to  purchase  a  1934-D  quarter  worthy  of  a  registry  set,  as  these  prices  in  Com  Values  reflect

250  350  700  1700  5000 

The  Denver  mint  chose  not  to  produce  any  quarters  with  the  now  defunct  Light  Motto  obverse,  possibly 
due  to  a  later  start  of  coin  production,  or  on  the  direction  of  the  mint  officials  back  in  Philadelphia.  They 
did,  however,  produce  both  Medium  Motto  (Breen  4274)  and  Heavy  Motto  (Breen  4276)  varieties  Breen's 
Complete  Encyclopedia  of  US  and  Colonial  Coins  also  lists  a  Breen  4275,  Obvious  Double-punced  D, 
which  I  feel  is  probably  what  is  seen  on  most  Medium  Motto  quarters,  Breen  estimates  the  mintage  of  the 
medium  motto  at  approximately  I  million,  and  that  of  the  heavy  motto  at  about  2.5  million,  although  I  see 
about  even  numbers  of  medium  and  heavy  motto  coins  encapsulated  by  the  2  major  grading  services,  PCGS 
and  NGC.  Again,  I  feel  that  as  the  medium  motto  coins  were  issued  first,  those  coin  hoarders  of  the  ‘30’s 
had  put  away  most  of  the  rolls  they  intended  to  save  before  the  heavy  motto  coins  were  produced 
Fortunately,  enough  were  saved  that  it  is  still  possible  to  find  both  varieties,  and  there  are  a  some  really 
gorgeous  examples  out  there  if  you  are  willing  to  spend  the  money  on  a  nice  one 

NGC  recognizes  2  varieties  for  1934-D  quarters  The  1934-D  “Large  D"  variety  and  the  1934-D  "Small 
D"  variety.  I  submitted  a  Heavy  Motto  1934-D  to  NGC  in  hopes  that  they  would  add  the  Heavy  Motto 
designation  to  the  label,  and  I  was  surprised  when  they  sent  it  back  to  me  as  a  "Small  D"  variety,  FS  #25- 
009  5  The  mint  mark  on  the  small  D  is  as  sharp  as  a  pin,  with  very  sharp  serifs.  The  center  of  the  "D"  is 
bold,  well  defined,  and  has  a  deep  "half-moon"  depression  in  the  center  The  "Large  D"  variety  is  fatter, 
with  obtuse  serifs  The  opening  in  the  center  of  the  "D"  is  shallow  According  to  Breen  and  John 
Feigenbaum,  the  "Large  D"  variety  is  not  a  result  of  a  larger  mintmark,  but  rather,  the  result  of  repunching. 

I  tend  to  agree  with  them,  as  both  mintmarks  are  the  same  basic  shape

1934-D  Heavy  Motto  Quarter,  Breen  4276 

My  "Small  D"  1934-D  happens  to  be  the  Heavy  Motto  variety  Thus  far,  all  of  the  Medium  Motto  coins 
I  have  handled  have  the  “Large  D"  mintmark,  and  all  of  the  Heavy  Motto  coins  possess  the  “Small  D" 
mintmark,  but  I  can  honestly  say  that  I  have  not  examined  enough  of  these  coins  to  definitely  state  that  the 
two  pairings  (Heavy  Motto-Small  D  and  Medium  Motto-Large  D)  are  exclusive  to  one  another  I  suspect 
you  could  find  any  combination,  as  the  mint  is  prone  to  change  dies  one  at  a  time,  as  they  wear  out,  without 
regard  to  replacement  of  the  opposite  die. 

PCGS  recognizes  both  the  Medium  and  Heavy  Motto  34-D's,  and  the  “With  Varieties"  registry  set 
requires  the  inclusion  of  both 

No  quarters  were  produced  at  the  San  Francisco  mint  in  1934  They  were  much  too  busy  coining  1934- 
S  Silver  Dollar  rarities,  which  is  another  coin  few  can  afford  m  gem  grades  1934  was,  indeed,  a  very 
interesting  year  for  numismatics,  and  a  real  challenge  of  a  year  if  you  are  trying  to  build  a  gem  mint  set,  a 
birth  year  set,  or  a  truly  complete  set  of  gem  Washington  Quarters.  Good  hunting!
